pooL. — The steamer Senegal, Captain 
W. L. Keeno, of the British and Afri- 
can Company, whicli arrived in the j 
Mersey a few days since, biouglit to | 
this country a very fine specimen of an ' 
African gorilla. The animal, which is 
but half grown, stands about four feel j 
in height, and was brought from Sette 
Cama, a small port on the southwest j 
coast of Africa. 1'lie animal did not \ 
at first take kindly to liis keepers, nor '■ 
indeed until the voyage home was al 
most completed did he exhiliil feelings 
of gratitude for the altentiim shown 
him. The first advances of fi iend.ship 
made by those on board tbc steamei- 
toward tlie captive wore met by a show 
of the latter's teeth, which at a subse- 
quent period of the pas.sage he made un- 
pleasantly accjuainted with at least two 
of tliose on the .Senegal. The gorilla 
was forced into a tanienoss nt the end 
of the voyage, which bids fair for his 
future training. .Soon after arrival in 
Liverpool the animal, which is believed 
to be the only one in this country at 
the present moment, ;inssed into the 
hands of Mr. Cro.ss, a local naturalist. 
The gorilla on nearing England allow 
ed himself to be walked up and down 
the steamer's deck, and showed a re- 
markable spirit of friendliness toward 
his keepers. — f.ondon Xevs.

\\ itiiess couiimied — Dcfeadant said ho 
would give hiiM, witness, compensation for 
"ho vvasi the boy that could do it;" de- 
fendant was within a footof tvitiicss when 
he shook a stick at him; this wii.s acconi- 
pauied by a great deid of flourish andges- 
ticulatii.in. 

His Uoiior — \\'lial did you luulerstand 
by coniponsatiun ( 

Witness understood by that wvriX that 
dufeiidant was going to fight him. 

'I'u ile feudant - The stick was taller than 
witness who is 5 feet 10 inches ill height. 

Clerk to defemlanl — HaVO you any 
other qucation to put / 

Defendant —Yes, by all means. 

His Honor — -Vny other fiucstions I 

Uefeiulant- Did you not come up to mo 
with ynur fold bre'ath and blow it in toy 
I'aee? (vireat laughter in court.) 

N\'itiK'ss — I did not blow foul breatli at 
ynii. I am in bodily foar of the man, and 
the Woman too. 

Defendant asked another (lucstion to 
which witness replied by saying something 
about law. 

Defendant-— That is lui aiiawur to niy 
ipiestiou. Viiu cannot ij note law tome, 
(conteinidumisly). What do you know- 
about law? You are one of the vel y worst 
neighbors that ever the earth did produce. 

tlis Honor — Who was present at this 
time ! 

Witness — iNfy wife, and I wish my wife 
to be heard. 

After consulting autliurities His Honor 
decided that the wife could give her evid- 
ence. 

Defendant— I object to that woman be- 
ing Itctird. I have the law at my hou.se. 
She ought not to give licr evidence.

(.)n the day in iinestiou she was in her 
house alone and ]ie;u'tl Mr. Urou ii called ; 
heard Mcliugh declare that ho would give 
Mr. IJrnwii coiiipeiisatiun; went out and 
saw defendant flourishing a stick at least 
six foot long over hor ' husband's head; ho 
followed that up with language that was 
violent ami abusive and with such stroipg 
oaths as she could nut ro[ieat. i 

His Honor wished to know what the 
strong oaths wore. 

Witness could not possible repeat tlioni; 
the language usrd was accompanied by 
many terrible o.itlis; defendant called her 
husband a rascal, ;i scmiiidrel and a thief; 
hor husband went into the house and 
brought out a [lajier tli.it he wished Mc- 
Hugh to take notice of; Mrs. McIIugh 
took it in her hnnds and requested wit- 
ness to read it; it was a notice of fence 
view ing; she clenched her hands at wit- 
ness. 

His Honor objected to the evielence, as 
it referred to another eliaige. 

Witness, however, persi.sted in going 
on with her evidence in her own fashion 
and continued to speak of Mrs. iVIcliugli. 

His Honor hero rc(|Ucstod the clerk not 
to take any more such evidence down, as 
it was not at all relevant to the case be- 
fore the cinirt. 

Witness then asked the clerk to read 
what he had taken down. This being 
doue, witness supposed that some of it 
would have io he omitted. 

His Honor to defendant — Do yuii wish 
to ask tho witness any nuestions/ 

Defendant- Oh, yes, your honor. I 
am not in the habit of cursing and swear- 
ing. 

His Honor That is not asking ipics- 

tioIIH. 

DefeliJant again c .iiiiiieiiced to make 
a statement relteraling that lie did nut 
curse and swear and that the witness 
knew it. 

Anollicer was here detailed to keep or- 
dec around the witness bo.x. 

Cross examined by dofendaiit— You did 
curso and swear. 

Defendant — Now, you know that I'm 
not in tho habit of cursing and swearing. 

His Hunur — Any other i|ueatioiis! 

Defendant No, you honor. It is no 
use. She will deny anything and every- 
thing that may bo put to lieri 

Hia Honor— Well, Mr. McUrgh, have 
you any wilnossca? ' " '" 

Defendant- Yes, I wish to give evi- 
dence in the case. 

Ho was accordingly nwoni — On the 
23rd or 24th inst. he went over to Wilson 
Brown's place as he saw in the papers 
that he, Brown, had got a number of cat- 
tle for sale that he had corralled; he was 
not at home and Mrs. Brown called for 
thn nephew who was in Iht^ Imsh, 

His UoiiiH' did not think this evidence 
relavant. 

Witness thought it was leading ii]) to 
the alleged as.'?ault, which witness denied 
altogether must positively; lie did not 
curse and swear, nnr'did lie use abusive 
langu.ago; neillier did ho shake a stick at 
plaintilf; the statements of the niiin and 
his wife did not agree at all. 

Hia Honor — Oh, ^ on. with you evi- 
dence. 

Witness w.is on his oath, and the stato- 
incnts given were utterly false. 

Hia Honor — Had you a cane with you? 

Witness — Yes, I always travel about 
my own farm with a stick. 

Uia Honor — How big was tho stick? 

Witness— I did not measure tho circum- 
ference of it; possibly it was more than 



four feet long. I huve a perfect right to 
carry a cane, and will do so in spite of 
Wilson Drown. 

After the clerk had read what he iiad 
taken down witness declared that it was 
not tho half of his evidence. 

His Honor — Will you go on with your 
evidence, if you have not done. 

Witness— I swear positively that I did 
not swear at Brown; hia evidence and 
that of his wife was all porjuiy and lying 
from beginning to end; 1 have tinished 
my ovidonco now. (Laughter.) 

Tho clerk again read what was tiikcn 
down. 

Witness. — You have got nothing about 
his foul breath that ho blow into my 
mouth ; put that down.

I Defendant now wished to call his wife 
into the witnoDs bo.x. 

Mrs. Slcllugh was of opiiiimi that she 
could not be sworn. 

His Honor informed her that he wotild 
hear her evidence. 

Sworn accordingly — Was over at Mr. 
IJrown'a house about the 24tli inst. ; 
Drown handed a piece of pai)or to Mr. 
AIcHugh who opened it; witness said t.-- 
l\Ir. Brown will you rcatl it; he said no I 
won't; witness .said please tlo read it for 
neither of us can see without our glasses; 
ho said I won't do it; I now serve it on 
you that is all I am going to do; tho paper 
fell down out of her lingers; Mr. Mcliugh 
said lift it u[) and let us see what it is 
about; wo will take it with us; took it 
home and got her glas.ies and saw what it 
waa for she could read right properly ; did 
not shako her fist at Brown, nor did she 
use bad language; after Brown got a short 
distance away he said "vea,Icare as little 
for you as I do for him, 'meaning her hus- 
band. 

His rionor wished tu kiKiw how fai do 
fendant'a face was from Mr. Brown's. 

Defendant replied th.at their faces al- 
most touched each other. 

Plaintiff here stated that he wished to 
have defendant lionnd over to kc'e[) the 
peace. 

Defendant (most energetically) You 
are tlie worst neighbor that ever lived. 
No one can live in peace with you. 

Mrs. McHugh again referred to tin' 
alfair and asserted that there was not an 
oath made use of by Mr. Mr U ugh. They 
wore all bad enough without swearing and 
that there was no swearhig uf any des- 
cription. 

His Honor wished to know if plaintilf 
desired tu press tho charge of assault 
against Mrs. Mcliugh. 

Plaintiff would takehisaolomn oath that 
ho was in bodily fear of the plaintiff and 
asked to have liiui bound over. 

His Honor reinarkeil to the defendant 
that as he could tiiul securities — 

Defendant excitedly— I will do no such 
thing. Iain a justice of the peace my- 
self and there was no charge sufficient to 
bind a justice uf the peace over. 

Mi-s. McHugh once more insisted upon 
telling the magistrate that there was no 
cursing and swearing or shaking a stick. 
She never heard Mr. McHugh use bad 
language of any sort in hor life. 

Hia Honor, addressing tho defendant, 
said it was open to him to take proper 
steps for tho recovery of tho animal im- 
[loundcd, — with that i|ue3tion he had no- 
thing to do. As a justice of the peace 
Mr. iMcIIugli ought to set an example in 
good behavior and abide by tho law. It 
was his duty na a magistrate to bind him 
over to keep tho peace.

His Honor — If ymi think yon arc ag- 
grieved and that I have dime wrong, you 
have a remedy by ail appeal. You are 
bound over to keep the peace for six 
months, youi'self in §200 and two sureties 
in ?fjO each or in default 1-1 days' impris- 
onment. 

Mr. McHugh — Is tho case strung 
enough tu bind me over to keep the 
peace t 

His Honor — That is my decision, 

Mr. MeHugh — I won't bo btjund over 
The evi(?cnce is not suflicicnt. 

Tho second charge of assault against 
.Mrs. Mellngh by shaking a i)i('ce of jiaper 
ill the face of the complaiii.uit, (1. H. W. 
lirown, was on the suggestion of the mag- 
istrate withdrawn. 

Finally Mr. and Mrs. McHugh con- 
cluded to abide by tho decision uf the 
court, and tho caso was ended.

The Right Rev. Bishop Paddock con- 
ducted a service last evening in Christ 
Church Cathedral in aid of the choral 
funds.
